However,  as  mentioned  in  a  phone  conversation  with  Supervisor 
Harry  Britt's  office,  the  waiver  and  the  resolution  appear  to  be  at 
odds  with  one  another.  While  the  waiver  asks  that  the  board  waive 
any  right  to  bring  any  legal  or  administrative  action,  the  resolu- 
tion calls  for  a  request  for  equal  time  from  CBS  through  the 
Federal  Communications  Commission. 

We  realize  that  the  waiver  was  approved  by  the  board  subse- 
quent to  the  passage  of  the  resolution.  However,  in  order  to  be 
absolutely  certain  that  no  administrative  action  is  being  contem- 
plated by  the  board,  we  will  need  a  written  statement  specifically 
stating  that  the  board  is  not  considering  bringing  the  matter 
before  the  FCC. 

The  Council,  as  I'm  sure  you  know,  operates  as  an  alternative 
to  the  FCC  and  the  courts.

On  behalf  of  the  Finance  Committee,  Supervisors  Hutch  and 
Lawson  and  myself,  it  is  a  privilege  to  present  to  the  Board  a 
City  and  County  budget  for  fiscal  year  1980-81. 

In  making  these  recommendations,  there  are  several  points 
which  should  be  emphasized: 

1.  When  reviewing  the  budget,  the  Committee  sought  to  ensure 
that  basic  services  which  the  city  must  provide  and  the  public 
has  every  right  to  expect  will  be  maintained.  This  year  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  voted  for  an  increase  in  Muni  fares  and  other  fees. 
In  June,  the  public  voted  for  an  increase  in  revenues,  so  essential 
services  could  be  maintained.  In  making  the  cuts  we  did,  there- 
fore, the  Committee  sought  to  guarantee  that  essential  services 
were  not  impaired. 

2.  By  the  same  token,  the  Committee  sought  to  ensure  that 
services  were  delivered  in  as  efficient  and  organized  a  manner  as 
the  present  city  structure  will  allow.  The  cuts  recommended  by 
the  Cormnittee  from  the  budget  approved  by  the  Mayor  fall  in 
three  areas: 

**  Errors— as  in  the  case  of  double-budgeting  for  nurses  at  San 
Francisco  General  Hospital,  at  a  cost  of  $300,000. 

**  Overbudgeting— where  cost  for  materials  and  supplies  seemed 
excessive. 

**  Unjustified  spending— as  in  the  case  of  hairdryers  for  the 
Recreation  and  Parks  Department,  or  watering  plants  at 
the  Department  of  Social  Services. 

In  total,  the  Finance  Committee  cut  $11.5  million  from  the 
Mayor's  budget,  of  which  3.15  million  come  from  the  General 
Fund. 

The  Mayor's  budget  earmarked  $2.1  million  for  capital  im- 
provements, but  the  Committee  believed  tliis  to  be  an  insufficient 
amount.  Accordingly,  the  Committee  culled  funds  from  other  de- 
partmental budgets  and  reallocated  them  to  capital  improvements 
and  facilities  maintenance.  The  additional  monies  we  have  pro- 
vided will  improve  the  care  of  rundown  parks,  deteriorating  public 
buildings,  and  help  care  for  libraries,  museimis  and  related  facili- 
ties. These  funds  represent  a  crucial  investment  in  the  future  of 
our  City. 

Attempting  to  ensure  that  basic  services  were  preserved  in  the 
1980-81  budget,  the  Committee's  recommendations  departed  signif- 
icantly from  the  Mayor's  budget  in  the  area  of  facilities  mainte- 
nance and  capital  improvements. 
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For  far  too  many  years,  our  parks,  libraries,  museums  and  public 
facilities  have  fallen  into  a  state  of  neglect  and  disrepair.  This  is 
a  problem  which  the  Committee  believes  can  no  longer  be  over- 
looked, particularly  as  we  look  to  leaner  years  in  which  public 
dollars  will  become  increasingly  sc3.ce.  To  the  extent  that  we 
neglect  our  capital  investments  today,  we  will  be  "pennj^wise  and 
pound  foolish." 

3.  To  many,  the  traditional  view  has  been  that  the  budget 
process  and  this  budget  statement  mark  the  end  of  the  Finance 
Committee's  major  responsibility.  To  the  Committee,  however, 
precisely  the  opposite  is  true. 

With  the  Committee's  concurrence,  it  is  my  intention  to  hold 
a  series  of  legislative  oversight  hearings  this  year,  addressing  not 
only  the  budget  process  itself— its  timing  and  format— but  the  way 
city  resources  are  allocated  and  local  services  are  delivered. 

We  will  be  examining  "dry"  but  nevertheless  relevant  financial 
concerns  that  cut  across  departmental  lines— such  as  the  way 
contracts  and  leases  are  drawn  up,  and  whether  the  city  is  getting 
the  best  possible  deal  in  these  situations.  We  will  explore  ques- 
tions of  inventory  control  and  purchasing  policies  for  equipment, 
materials  and  supplies.  It  would  also  be  our  intention  to  examine 
tho  way  departments  delive.-  services— with  an  eye  to  consolidating 
duplicative  programs  if  feasible  or  appropriate. 

These  questions  ',vill  beoon.o  increasingly  more  iinpo'-'iiic  to 
our  city  in  the  post-Proposition  13  era,  and  as  we  move  into  the 
1980s.  Presently,  we  are  dealing  with  a  limited  tax  base— rather 
than  the  unlimited  tax  base  which  prevailed  befoie  the  passage  of 
Proposition  13— and  the  number  of  dollars  available  in  future 
years  will  dwindle.  We  will  also  be  affected  by  inflation,  which 
plagues  our  city  just  like  it  effects  any  household,  and  fixed  costs 
over  which  we  have  little  control— such  as  salary  standardization 
and  other  mandated  costs.

2  Of  the  $11.5  million  in  reductions  recommended  by  the  Finance 
Committee,  approximately  $3  million  represents  reductions  from 
General  Fund  expenditures. 

3  The  Committee  has  also  recommended  the  addition  of  $240,000, 
and  $70,000  for  capital  projects  for  the  Airport  and  Department 
of  Public  Works  respectively  and  $100,000  for  book  purchases  for 
the  Public  Library.  These  sums  are  included  in  the  budgets  for 
those  three  departments.

Final  expenditure  calculations  are  subject  to  revision  by  the 
Controller.  Further,  the  revenue  estimates  are  subject  to  modifica- 
tion and  revision  by  the  Controller.  Salary  standardization  is  sub- 
ject to  final  passage  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

In  summary,  the  Finance  Committee  has  recommended  reduc- 
tions from  the  Mayor's  budget  totalling  approximately  $11.5  mil- 
lion. Of  these  total  reductions,  the  Committee  cut  approximately 
$6.4  million  from  the  debt  service  of  the  city's  sewer  service 
charge.  Of  the  remaining  $5.1  million  in  recommended  reductions, 
$3.15  million  comes  from  the  General  Fund  appropriations  and 
the  remaining  $1.95  million  is  from  other  funds. 

In  total,  the  Finance  Committee  has  recommended  reductions 
in  42  of  the  59  departmental  budgets  included  in  the  1980-81 
budget  for  the  City  and  County.  The  Committee  has  also  recom- 
mended the  addition  of  approximately  $1.25  million  in  capital 
improvement  projects.  These  projects  include  approximately 
$840,000  in  general  projects,  $100,000  for  library  books,  $240,000 
for  artwork  at  the  Airport,  and  $70,000  in  Gas  Tax  Funds  for 
traffic  signals  and  safety  projects  (Department  of  Public  Works). 
In  addition,  the  Committee  has  recommended  a  reserve  of  remain- 
ing General  Fund  monies  for  future  capital  projects. 

The  Mayor's  recommended  budget  provides  for  an  emergency 
reserve  of  $15.5  million,  which  is  $7  million  more  than  the  emer- 
gency reserve  established  for  1979-80.  The  Finance  Committee 
has  endorsed  this  increase  to  cover  unforeseen  costs. 

Highlights  of  the  Finance  Committee's  recommendations  in 
major  service  areas  are  as  follows: 

PUBLIC  PROTECTION 

The  Committee  believed  that  given  the  need  for  services  the 
Police  Department  budget  for  1980-81  was  tight.  It  reflects  the 
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implementation  of  the  consent  decree  approved  by  the  city  last 
year,  which  will  result  in  the  hiring  of  additional  police  officers. 
It  also  reflects  an  increase  in  protection  for  Mmii  riders,  which  the 
public  has  demanded.  The  police  budget  provides  for  an  addi- 
tional number  of  parking  patrol  ollcers  to  patrol  mechanized 
streetsweeping  and  preferential  parking  programs.  But  it  reflects 
a  decrease  in  the  expenditure  for  capital  items.  For  example,  al- 
though there  will  be  delivery  of  new  police  vehicles  this  year,  none 
are  contemplated  for  purchase.  This  is  a  problem  which  concerns 
the  Committee.  On  the  whole,  the  recommendations  for  reductions 
in  the  police  budget  were  minor  in  nature. 

Because  public  protection  agencies  such  as  police  and  courts 
are  cormected  in  terms  of  service  levels  and  needs,  the  Committee 
did  not  make  any  major  reductions  in  the  District  Attorney's 
office,  the  Public  Defender's  office,  or  the  Courts. 

FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

With  regard  to  the  fire  department,  the  Committee  was  cogni- 
zant of  the  various  station  closings  that  have  already  been  im- 
plemented. While  a  recommendation  was  made  to  significantly 
cut  the  department's  extended  work  week  provisions,  the  Com- 
mittee did  not  follow  such  a  recommendation,  since  the  extended 
work  week  program  may  give  the  department  the  kind  of  flexibility 
it  needs  to  keep  some  stations  open.  Similarly,  v/hile  recommenda- 
tions have  been  made  to  eliminate  the  position  of  Chief  Aides  for 
significant  savings,  the  Committee  believed  there  was  an  insuffi- 
cient basis  upon  which  to  take  that  kind  of  action  at  this  time. 

MUNI 

During  the  Committee's  budgei.  hearings,  the  MUNI  made  a 
detailed  presentation.  The  Muni  sought  to  demonstrate  that  its 
proposed  budget  would  not  only  fund  existing  operations,  but 
provide  for  new  Muni  Metro  services,  training  programs,  a  field 
operations  program,  safety  and  facilities  maintenance  efforts,  and 
better  overall  management. 

In  short,  the  Muni  promised  to  provide  cleaner  busses,  which 
would  be  maintained  properly  and  run  on  time.  With  the  Muni 
fare  increase  in  mind— and  these  commitments  to  provide  better 
service— the  Committee  made  reductions  of  approximately  $800,- 
000  in  Muni  railway  expenditures  and  from  the  PUC's  general 
office  staff. 

We  expect  the  Muni  to  keep  its  commitment  this  year,  and  for 
that  reason  the  Committee  refrained  from  further  cuts  in  the 
Muni  budget. 

With  regard  to  the  Airport,  no  reductions  are  recommended. 
Instead,  the  Committee  has  recommended  placing  approximately 
$14  million  on  reserve,  including  $11.5  million  for  capital  improve- 
ments adjacent  to  the  Central  Terminal  and  $2.5  million  for 
salaries  and  other  expenditures.  Quarterly  expenditure  reports 
must  be  submitted  by  the  Airport,  and  release  of  these  reserve 
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funds  is  subject  to  review  of  the  Finance  Committee.  Finally,  the 
Committee  recommends  the  addition  of  $240,000  to  the  capital 
projects  budget  for  the  Airport,  in  order  to  construct  display  cases 
for  the  exhibition  of  art  from  the  city's  museums.  The  Budget 
Analyst's  recent  audit  of  the  museums  found  that  they  could  earn 
a  total  of  $432,000  per  year  from  airport  revenues  by  displaying 
art  works  at  the  airport. 

CAPITAL  IMPROVEMENTS-General  Fund 

The  Committee  is  concerned  that,  over  the  years,  our  physical 
plant  has  fallen  into  an  aggravated  state  of  disrepair,  and  the 
Mayor's  budget  recommendations  did  not  provide  enough  fimds 
for  facilities  maintenance.  The  Committee  believes  that  by  not 
providing  for  the  parks,  libraries,  museums  and  other  facilities  we 
own  today,  we  are  in  effect  cheating  our  children  and  future  San 
Franciscans. 

For  this  reason,  the  Committee  took  the  General  Fund  monies 
that  we  had  culled  from  other  budgets,  and  reappropriated  it  to 
facilities  maintenance  and  capital  improvements.  With  these  funds, 
we  increased  those  "priority  items"  for  repair  and  improvement 
designated  by  the  Capital  Improvements  Advisory  Committee. 
The  areas  primarily  affected  are  the  Department  of  Public  Works, 
the  Department  of  Recreation  and  Parks,  Museums,  and  Police 
and  Fire  Departments. 

In  addition,  the  Committee  reviewed  projects  which  received  a 
high  priority  rating,  but  had  not  been  funded  by  the  Mayor.  These 
included  a  new  roof  for  the  Department  of  Public  Health.  Since 
that  building  was  constructed  in  1932,  (with  little  or  no  attention 
since  that  time),  the  Committee  believed  it  was  high  time  to  fund 
that  improvement.  It  may  be  apocryphal,  but  testimony  before  the 
Committee  revealed  that  when  it  rains,  the  roof  of  the  health  de- 
partment leaks  badly,  often  ruining  health  specimens.  This  is  an 
unacceptable  situation. 

We  also  took  a  good  look  at  one  of  the  first  energy  conservation 
measures  proposed  for  the  city.  With  an  expenditure  of  $60,000 
it  is  anticipated  that  we  will  save  $75,000  next  year  by  simple 
installation  of  auxiliary  heaters  at  the  Youth  Guidance  Center. 
The  Committee  purposely  reserved  funds  for  this  expenditure  so 
that  a  more  detailed  presentation  could  be  made.  Nevertheless, 
this  is  an  energy  conservation  expenditure  which  is  well  worth 
our  examination  in  the  future. 

With  regard  to  City  Hall  itself,  we  have  made  a  tremendous 
investment  in  computers  and  modern  electrical  equipment  over 
the  years.  Yet  the  testimony  before  the  Committee  suggested  that 
if  one  more  coffee  pot  is  installed  anywhere  in  City  Hall,  the  build- 
ing may  suffer  severe  blackouts.  Whether  true  or  not,  the  item  was 
sufficiently  high  on  the  priority  list  that  our  Committee  felt  it 
must  reserve  a  certain  amount  to  bring  the  building's  electrical 
system  into  the  1980s.  While  no  money  will  be  spent  until  there 
is  a  thorough  review,  the  Committee  was  of  the  opinion  that  it 
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would  be  derelict  not  <o  look  into  the  matier. 

By  the  same  token,  the  Committee  heard  recommendations  for 
a  variety  of  modifications  and  iir.provements  to  space  and  offices 
presently  within  City  Hall.  We  v/ce  told  that  while  there  is  a 
tremendous  crunch  of  space  in  rn:iny  areas  of  City  Hall,  there  is 
also  a  duplication  of  space,  such  as  multiple  coffee  rooms.  The 
Committee  believes  that  before  any  money  is  spent  for  further 
modifications,  an  overall  review  of  City  Hall  space  and  its  utiliza- 
tion should  be  undertaken.  Accordingly  the  Committee  reserved 
$25,000  for  such  a  study  and  the  funds  for  needed  improvements. 

Since  the  Committee  believes  that  further  expenditures  for 
facilities  maintenance  and  capital  improvements  will  be  necessary 
throughout  the  year,  it  recommended  that  the  Capital  Fund  Im- 
provement Reserve  be  established.  As  far  as  the  Committee  is 
aware,  this  is  the  first  time  that  such  a  reserve  has  ever  been 
established.  Businesses  always  set  aside  a  certain  amount  of 
money  for  the  depreciation  of  capital  facilities— and  it  is  high 
time  that  govermnent  did  the  same  thing. 

In  the  past,  taxpayers  have  made  a  substantial  investment  on 
our  physical  plant.  In  the  future,  it  will  be  difficult  if  not  impos- 
sible to  make  this  same  kind  of  investment,  due  to  the  limited 
public  dollars  available.  We  are  a  city  which  has  grown— but  this 
do?s  not  mean  we  can  allow  our  public  ffcili'^ios  to  detevioate. 
The  CommitcPe  has  rouglit  to  reve'-se  tlie  policj'  of  de^e  red 
maintenance  which,  for  far  too  long,  has  marked  the  way  in  which 
local  government  operates. 

RECREATION  AND  CULTURE 

In  general,  the  Finance  Commi.i^ee  sought  to  preserve  services 
to  the  extent  of  our  available  resources.  We  recognized  that  the 
museums  already  have  greatly  reduced  resources  this  year,  and 
will  be  reducing  their  hours.  The  Recreation  and  Park  Depart- 
ment budget  includes  over  $3.3  million  from  tlie  Department's 
Special  Concession  Fund  to  support  its  proposed  budget,  and 
nearly  $800,000  in  Open  Space  Special  Fund  monies  are  included 
for  operation  and  maintenance  of  new  and  improved  facilities. 
While  the  Committee  has  recommended  some  reductions  in  tem- 
porary salaries  for  the  Department,  all  existing  programs  will 
continue  under  this  proposed  budget.  Increased  maintenance  for 
new  and  newly-renovated  facilities  is  provided. 

With  regard  to  the  Public  Library,  the  Committee  was  particu- 
larly concerned  about  the  October  1,  1980  proposed  "pairing"  of 
the  Bernal-Richmond  and  Golden  Gate-Potrero  branch  libraries 
provided  in  the  Mayor's  budget.  The  Committee  has  suggested— 
and  it  appears  that  there  is  concurrence— that  a  supplemental  ap- 
propriation will  be  forthcoming  so  that  these  branches  need  not 
be  "paired."  It  is  estimated  that  the  cost  of  this  request  will  not 
exceed  $193,800.  In  addition,  the  Committee  has  recommended 
the  addition  of  $100,000  to  the  book  acquisition  budget  for  the 
library,  so  that  the  quality  of  our  libraries  can  be  maintained.

PUBLIC  ENTERPRISES 

The  Committee  recommended  a  $6.4  million  reduction  from  the 
Wastewater  Program.  Approximately  $360,000  has  been  recom- 
mended as  reductions  from  the  Port,  Water  Department  and  Hetch- 
Hetchy  project.  None  of  these  reductions  is  expected  to  affect  the 
service  levels  provided  by  the  departments. 

HEALTH  AND  WELFARE 

Reductions  totalling  approximately  $800,000  have  been  recom- 
mended for  the  Public  Health  Department.  Reductions  totalling 
approximately  $107,000  for  Laguna  Honda  Hospital  and  $208,000 
for  Community  Mental  Health  Services  have  been  recommended, 
based  primarily  on  a  re-estimate  of  salary  savings  which  accounts 
for  a  high  number  of  temporary  employees  hired  against  perma- 
nent positions  in  those  departments. 

Recommended  reductions  from  the  budget  for  San  Francisco 
General  Hospital  total  approximately  $475,000.  The  largest  single 
item  in  this  reduction  is  a  double-budgeting  of  approximately 
$300,000  for  nurses.  In  short,  we  found  a  mistake.  We  do  not 
expect  that  these  recommended  reductions  will  adversely  impact 
the  level  of  patient  care  provided  at  the  hospital. 

Reductions  totalling  approximately  $1.7  million  have  been 
recommended  for  the  Department  of  Social  Services.  These  rec- 
ommendations are  based  primarily  on  estimates  of  salary  savings 
and  projections  of  reduced  caseloads,  particularly  in  the  General 
Assistance  caseload.  Of  these  total  recommended  reductions,  ap- 
proximately $820,000  is  from  General  Fund  appropriations. 

PUBLIC  WORKS 

Over  the  last  few  years  the  budget  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  has  been  increasingly  tightened.  This  year  the  Committee 
was  informed  that  the  amount  of  money  available  from  the  Gas 
and  Road  Tax  Fund  would  be  substantially  reduced.  This  is  a 
cause  for  concern  for  the  Committee.  To  the  extent  that  we  were 
able,  we  provided  for  a  release  of  $70,000  from  funds  reserved  to 
be  reallocated  to  traflic  signal  and  safety  improvement  projects. 
To  that  extent  we  hop)e  to  minimize  the  potential  for  future 
problems. 

In  other  areas,  we  were  able  to  make  reductions  of  approxi- 
mately $400,000.  The  principle  items  in  this  recommended  reduc- 
tion are  a  3%  salary  savings  for  the  Bureau  of  Water  Pollution 
Control,  a  reduction  in  temporary  salaries,  and  a  reduction  in 
various  equipment  items  for  the  new  Southeast  Water  Pollution 
Plant. 

EXCLUSIONS 

The  budget  data  for  the  School  District  and  the  Community 
College  District  are  not  included  in  the  Finance  Commitee  recom- 
mendations on  the  1980-81  budget  because,  these  budgets  by  law, 
are  not  subject  to  either  review  or  action  by  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors. Also  excluded  are  the  Federal  Community  Development 
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Block  Grants,  various  CETA  programs,  and  the  programs  for 
senior  citizens  which  receive  funding  from  Parking  Tax  and  Fed- 
eral revenues.  These  budgets  and  programs  are  all  considered  by 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  at  other  times  of  the  year. 

ACKNOWLEDGEMENTS 

On  a  personal  note,  it  has  been  a  pleasure  and  a  privilege  for 
me  to  serve  with  Supervisors  Hutch  and  Lawson  on  the  Finance 
Committee.  I  thank  them  for  their  courtesy,  cooperation  and 
friendship  which  has  been  extended  throughout  the  year. 

Few  could  ask  as  penetrating  and  sharp  questions  as  Supervisor 
Lawson  did  during  our  deliberations.  While  in  general  the  Finance 
Committee  is  unanimous  in  its  recommendations  on  the  1980-81 
budget.  Supervisor  Lawson  has  requested  that  the  following  mo- 
tions made  by  him,  but  not  sustained  by  the  Committee,  be  noted: 

1.  Delete  the  position  of  1502  Confidential  Secretary  to  the 
Parking  Authority  Director  (annual  salary— $17,852). 

2.  Delete  $7,720  from  the  Mayor's  budget  which  funds  travel, 
duplicating  equipment,  materials  and  supplies  and  also  reflects 
salary  and  fringe  benefit  savings  for  the  Auditor/ Monitor  con- 
tract under  the  consent  decree  for  the  Officers  for  Justice  settle- 
ment. 

3.  Delete  $13,920  from  the  Mayor's  budget  for  the  Residential 
Rent  Stabilization  and  Arbitration  Board. 

4.  Delete  $200,000  from  the  budget  for  the  Department  of  Social 
Services  for  an  in-service  training  program  which  provides  workers 
with  release  time  at  full  salary  for  a  Master's  Degree  program 
funded  by  the  Department. 

5.  Additionally,  Supervisor  Lawson  dissented  in  the  Commit- 
tee's recommendation  to  reserve  $11.5  million  in  the  Airport  bud- 
get for  capital  improvements  to  the  Central  Terminal. 

Wlien  the  Committee  might  otherwise  stray  from  the  matter 
before  it,  it  was  Supervisor  Hutch  whose  good  judgment  and  com- 
mon sense  brought  us  back  on  target.  To  both  Supervisor  Lawson 
and  Hutch  I  say  thank  you. 

The  Committee  would  particularly  like  to  thank  our  Clerk 
Mary  Ann  Bulen  for  her  unfailing  patience,  good  humor  and  hard 
work.  While  the  Committee  believes  that  Mary  Ann  deserves  an 
all  expense  paid  vacation  to  Tahiti,  we  can  only  offer  our  heart- 
felt thanks  for  putting  up  with  us  week  after  week— and  particu- 
larly during  this  past  month.

Supervisor  Silver  requested  that  her  following  statement,  dated 
December  15,  1980,  be  included  in  the  Journal  of  Proceedings: 

Supervisor  Silver  Speaks  Out  on  Anti-Gay  Violence 

Violence  against  Gay  men  and  Lesbians  has  increased  alarm- 
ingly in  recent  months.  Teen-age  punks  have  been  cruising  in  the 
Castro  and  the  Mission,  looking  for  a  chance  to  victimize  anyone 
who  is  alone  or  perceived  to  be  vulnerable.  We  as  a  community 
must  deal  with  this  violence. 

I  would  like  to  detail  what  I  have  personally  done  since  that 
Black  Sunday  in  November  two  young  men  (one  Gay,  one 
straight)  were  brutally  assaulted  by  a  gang  of  ten  or  more  Latino 
youths  near  Dolores  Park. 

I  speak  as  a  Supervisor  and  as  a  resident  of  the  neighborhood— 
and  as  a  woman— who  has  often  walked  home  in  fear  from  the 
Mission-and-15th-Street  bus  stop,  and  who  has  been,  on  various 
occasions,  threatened  by  male  punks  of  almost  every  race,  color 
and  national  origin. 

First,  I  attempted  to  determine  as  much  as  could  be  known  of 
the  facts  of  that  Stmday's  events,  and  more  generally,  of  the 
problem  of  violence  in  the  area. 

I  met  with  the  captain  of  the  Mission  Station  and  listened  to 
the  time-coded  tape  of  the  radio  calls  from  and  to  the  police 
vehicles  on  that  afternoon. 

I  reviewed  the  statistics  of  reported  incidents  of  assault,  rape 
and  robbery  in  Dolores  Park  itself,  and  in  the  area  between  Castro 
and  Mission  Streets. 

I  talked  with  and  then  met  with  the  principal  of  Mission  High 
School,  and  some  of  the  kids  there. 

I  met  with  the  Chair  of  the  Delinquency  Prevention  Commis- 
sion and  reviewed  its  recently  published  statistics  on  the  factors 
contributing  to  youth  violence  in  San  Francisco. 


1340  MONDAY,  DECEMBER  22,  1980 

I  have  talked  to,  or  read  reports  by,  officials,  reporters,  parer\ts 
and  social  workers  in  the  area,  and  I  listened  to  the  views  of 
neighbors,  random  telephone  callers,  friends  and  acquaintances. 

Second,  I  have  attempted  to  formulate  a  program  of  response: 
what  could  we  do  to  prevent  the  violence  from  continuing? 

These  are  some  of  my  preliminary  proposals,  and  I  offer  tliem 
here  to  seek  the  support— and  criticism— of  all  of  those  directly 
affected: 

1.  More  police  patrols  on  the  streets:  This  is  an  obvious  re- 
sponse. But  if  this  proposal  is  not  a  charade,  it  must  be  coupled 
with  an  answer  to  the  question:  where  will  the  more  police  patrol 
hours  come  from?  Not,  hopefully,  from  other  high  crime  areas, 
to  as  merely  to  shift  violence  from  one  area  to  another,  as  we  shift 
cops  around  like  chess  pieces.  Instead,  I  seek  support  for  the 
following: 

(a)  Reinstate  the  now  defunct  unit  of  Volunteer  Auxiliary 
Police  Officers,  who  for  years  served  San  Francisco  in  traffic  and 
crowd  control,  particularly  around  Playland  at  the  Beach,  and 
enroll  in  that  Auxiliary  enough  volunteer  monitors,  trained  and 
certified,  to  deal  with  The  City's  many,  many,  parades. 

Using  monitors  instead  of  Police  can  save  an  amount  in 
police  hours  estimated  at  up  to  $29,000.00  per  parade.  (This  was 
the  amount  cited  by  the  police  department  in  testimony  regard- 
ing the  1980  Gay  Freedom  Day  Parade.) 

Every  dollar  and  hour  saved  on  parades  would  then  be 
available  to  deploy  police  officers  in  the  real  police  work  of 
patrolling  against  violence  in  the  streets. 

(b)  Change  the  Charter  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  to  provide  a  pay  incentive  to  police  officers  who  live 
in  San  Francisco  or  who,  particularly,  move  back  into  San 
Francisco. 

Since  a  residency  requirement  for  police  has  been  ruled  con- 
trary to  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  California,  I  have 
devised  this  plan  to  attempt  to  use  the  carrot  rather  than  the 
stick.  And  with  about  800  of  our  police  officers  presently  living 
outside  of  The  City,  the  immediate  increase  in  police  presence- 
just  in  their  going  back  and  forth  to  work  every  day— partic- 
ularly on  the  MUNI  would  be  dramatic. 

2.  A  punk  Decoy  Program  in  the  Castro:  this  will,  if  directed  at 
punks,  rather  than  at  dope  smokers,  catch  those  youth  who  have 
now  made  a  regular  hobby  of  baiting  Gays  and  "fag-bashing."  It 
will  also  put  onto  the  punk  grapevine  that  the  Castro  is  no  longer 
"cool." 

3.  Youth  gang  street  workers:  The  Black  Sunday  stabbings 
were  not  done  by  Dolores  Park  regulars,  but  by  a  gang  of  kids 
from  outside  the  Mission /Castro  area,  looking  for  a  rumble  with 
their  local  counterparts. 

Gang  formation  and  gang  violence  has  increased  sharply,  but 
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is  not  well  known  because  most  of  its  victims  are  the  kids  them- 
selves. 

The  professional  literature  on  youth  gangs  makes  it  clear  that 
their  peer  pressures  are  so  strong  that  only  people  perceived  as 
peers— and  not  people  perceived  as  cops  or  parents  or  other  adults 
—can  begin  to  reach  them. 

Modeled  on  the  classic  Blackstone  Rangers  experience  in  Chi- 
cago, I  call  for  police,  church  and  community  agencies  to  find, 
and  fund,  appropriate  youth  gang  street  workers. 

4.  Merge  the  Butterfly  Brigade  and  the  Guardian  Angels:  In 
New  York  today,  somewhere  in  the  bowels  of  the  Lexington  Ave- 
nue Subway,  a  gang  of  six  or  more  tough  looking,  unsmiling 
Puerto  Rican  kids  is  moving  silently  from  car  to  car  looking  for 
trouble.  Trouble  from  other  kids,  that  is,  for  their  t-shirts  pro- 
claim that  they  are  the  "Guardian  Angels,"  dedicated  to  patrol- 
ling the  subway  system,  to  protect  riders  and,  by  their  presence, 
to  make  it  safe  again. 

The  key  to  a  street  and  MUNI  control  function  in  San  Fran- 
cisco would  be  the  same:  volunteers  from  among  the  kids  whose 
peers  are  causing  the  problems,  inspired  by  a  sense  of  the  im- 
portance of  their  service  to  the  community. 

For  San  Francisco,  I  would  modify  the  Guardian  Angel  format 
to  use  teams  of  not  just  youths,  but  of  youth  and  Gays,  youth 
and  seniors,  youth  and  women— combining  peer  pressure  and 
victim  self-determination.  I  have  asked  for  volunteers  to  form  a 
Mission/Castro  Guardian  Angels,  based  on  this  model.  Anyone 
interested  may  call  my  office. 

5.  The  long  term:  The  upsurge  in  violence  against  Gay  men  in 
the  Castro  carmot  be  divorced  from  the  upsurge  in  violence 
against  women  (Lesbian  and  straight)  who  are  rape  victims, 
against  abused  children,  mugged  seniors,  battered  spouses,  and 
others. 

What  monsters  have  arisen  in  our  midst  who  do  these  terrible 
things?  More  than  80%  of  violent  crime  is  committed  by  youth. 

Listen  to  the  delinquent  youth  themselves,  telling  researchers 
for  the  San  Francisco  Delinquency  Prevention  Commission  why 
they  think  kids  get  into  trouble:  "Nobody  cares  about  youth" 
(78%).  "Nothing  interesting  for  youth  to  do"  (87%).  "Not 
enough  jobs  for  youth"  (83%).  And  the  youth  agency  workers 
who  deal  daily  with  delinquents  add  another:  "Family  situation 
unstable  (Family  fights  a  lot,  one  or  both  parents  drink,  poor  com- 
munication, one  or  both  parents  emotionally  disturbed)"  (73%); 
to  which  the  youths  themselves  concurred  with  a  more  terse 
formulation,  "Youth's  home  situation"  is  why  kif^s  get  into 
trouble  (92%). 

We  must  each  ask  ourselves,  both  individually  and  collectively, 
what  we  have  done  to  reach  out  to  these  kids  whose  self-esteem 
is  so  low  that  they  can  only  achieve  a  sense  of  power  nnd  self- 
worth  by  victimizing  someone  perceived  to  be  more  vulnerable 
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than  themselves.  These  are  our  youth— and  tliey  are  ours,  whether 
you  color  them  brown  or  black  or  pink,  or  emotionally  disturbed 
or  mentally  retarded. 

I  am  personally  proud  that  I  have  fought  for  funds  for  various 
recreational  and  social  agency  programs  serving  Mission  youth,  but 
I  am  ashamed  that,  as  a  city,  we  have  not  yet  done  more— not  yet 
re-opened  the  vandalized  mini-park  on  Folsom  Street,  not  found 
the  money  to  keep  the  vandalized  toilets  in  Dolores  Park  open 
so  that  kids  can  relieve  themselves  elsewhere  than  neighbors' 
steps,  not  built  a  soccer  field  in  the  Mission,  not  yet  rooted  out 
the  heroin  dealers  who  hang  around  Hawthorne  Elementary 
School. 

It  is  hard  to  be  socially  responsible  and  philosophical  while 
being  beat  up  by  a  bunch  of  kids.  But  unless  we  deal  with  the 
causes,  this  will  happen  to  more  and  more  of  us. 

Supervisor  Bardis  requested  that  the  Journal  reflect  the  chro- 
nology of  events  relating  to  the  response  of  the  Fire  Department 
to  the  fire  at  1295  -  15th  Avenue,  at  Irving  Street,  on  November 
23,  1980. 

Supervisor  Bardis'  statement  is  as  follows: 

During  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  today  at  the 
time  tlie  Board  was  discussing  the  report  of  the  Fire  Safety  and 
Police  Committee,  I  requested  that  the  Board's  Journal  of  Pro- 
ceedings for  today's  meeting  of  the  Board  reflect  the  chronology 
of  events  with  respect  to  the  fiie  on  November  23,  1980  at  15th 
Avenue  and  Irving  Street.  This  is  outlined  below: 

Chronology  of  Events  Relating  to  the  Response  by  the  Fire 
Department  to  the  Fire  at  15th  Avenue  and  Irving  Street  on 
November  23,  1980. 

Nov.  23:  Apartment  house  fire  results  in  loss  of  one  life  and 
$400,000  property  damage.  People  complain  no  one  was  at  the  fire 
station  located  one-half  block  away  from  the  fire,  long  delay  before 
fire  trucks  arrived. 

Dec.  1:  At  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  Super- 
visor Bardis  calls  for  a  public  hearing  to  investigate  citizens 
complaints  with  respect  to  the  15th  Avenue  and  Irving  Street  fire. 

Dec.  11:  The  Fire  Safety  and  Police  Committee  of  the  Board 
of  Supervisors,  postpones  the  public  hearing  in  spite  of  the  strong 
protests  by  Supervisor  Bardis. 

Dec.  15:  The  Board  of  Supervisors  supports  unanimously  the 
request  by  Supervisor  Bardis  that  the  Board  instruct  the  Fire 
Safety  and  Police  Committee  to  convene  a  special  meeting  on 
December  18th  and  hold  a  hearing  on  the  Irving  Street  fire. 

Dec.  18:  The  Fire  Safety  and  Police  Committee  holds  a  pub- 
lic hearing  on  the  fire.  Though  the  City  Attorney  attempts  to 
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limit  the  inquiry  and  possibly  postpone  the  hearing,  the  committee 
rejects  this  advice  and  holds  the  public  hearing.  (One  day  earlier, 
on  December  17th,  the  Fire  Department  reports  to  the  press  the 
circumtances  surrounding  the  fire.) 

Requests  for  the  Qerk  to  Act 

Supervisor  Bardis,  in  regard  to  the  Fire  Department  response 
to  the  15th  Avenue  and  Irving  Street  fire  on  November  23,  1980, 
requested  that  the  Clerk  address  a  letter  to  the  Fire  Commission 
using  information  contained  in  his  memorandum  dated  Decem- 
ber 21,  1980,  and  requesting  a  response  before  January  8,  1981. 

Supervisor  Bardis  requested  that  the  Clerk  direct  a  letter  to 
Deputy  Fire  Chief  Rose  asking  for  a  report  on  the  methodology 
used  for  the  computer  study  made  by  the  Fire  Department  on  the 
average  response  times,  with  a  response  to  him  on  or  before 
January  8,  1981. 

Supervisor  Bardis  requested  that  the  Clerk  address  a  letter  to 
the  Chief  of  Police,  requesting  his  department  give  prompt  assis- 
tance to  any  persons  receiving  harassing  phone  calls  as  a  result 
of  their  witnessing  the  15th  and  Irving  Street  fire  on  November 
23,  1980. 

Supervisor  Kopp  requested  that  the  Clerk  direct  a  letter  to  the 
Mayor's  Office  asking  for  an  explanation  as  to  why  the  Business 
Tax  has  been  collected  from  businesses  and  the  Parking  Tax  sur- 
charge has  not,  the  number  of  businesses  from  which  the  increases 
have  been  collected,  and  the  nmnber  of  businesses  subject  to  the 
Parking  Tax. 

Supervisor  Silver  requested  that  the  Clerk  address  a  letter  to 
the  Department  of  Public  Works  asking  them  to  consider  installa- 
tion of  a  pedestrian  crossing  at  Fulton  Street  and  18th  Avenue.
